INVESTIGATED ON INTO SIBERIA 


Department Of Justice Seeks 
To Know Why 4 Cigarette 
Companies Increased. 


Washington,

(AP)—A 
simultaneous advance in the prices 
of popular 
cigarette brands 
has 
precipitated an investigation by the 
‘■nti-tiust division of the Justice de­ 
partment to determine if price fix­ 
ing in restraint of trade is in­ 
volved. 
Although formal 
announcement 
w'as withheld, it was disclosed in high 
official sources late Thursday that 
the inquiry had been in progress 
for several days. 
It could not be determined 
at 
this time, officials said, whether ac­ 
tion would be taken. 
Four of the world's largest tobacco 
finns are involved in the investiga­ 
tion. They 
are the American To­ 
bacco company, 
the P. 
Lorillard 
company, Ligget Ac Myers and the 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco company 
On June 24 all four firms 
an­ 
nounced simultaneously that the 
price to Jobbeis of their popular 
brands would be raided 45 cents a 
thousand. The price charged by all 
four was set at $6 85 a thousand. 
Contending 
that 
announcement 
of the Inquiry might Interfere with 
the re-.ult sought, officials at first 
would give only an intimation that 
action was 
being taken. 
Later 
however repealed questions brought 
positive confirmation of the depart­ 
ment’s move. 
It was learned that no complaint 
had been made to the department 
concerning the price raise, but that 
anti-trust division lawyers had be­ 
come suspicious of a possibel agree­ 
ment to fix prices when all four 
firms acted in concert.

Wheat Prices, At 26 Cents, 
Bring About W hat Farm 
Board Could Not--Reduction 


Kansas City, Mo. (AP*—The wheat market, with prices dipping as 
low as 24 cents per bushel at many Kansas elevators, appears to have 
brought about a result which the federal farm board advocated for more 
than two years without result. 
Producers are planning a reduction in acreage. 
The 1931 crop, the largest on record in Kansas—more than 200 mil­ 
lion bushels—has been produced at a loss to the growers. 
In many in­ 
stances this loss promises to force foreclosures of farm mortgages, with 
subsequent loss of thousands of dollars’ worth of livestock and farm im­ 
plements. 
What the situation nex* year w ill+ 
be, no farmer is willing to predict, 
but of one thing they are certain. 
They cannot afford to sell for 25 
cents per bushel w’heat that cost up­ 
wards of 50 cents to produce. 
Millions of bushels of wheat are 
therefore stored on Kansas farms, 
and many owners assert in definite 
terms that unless they can sell the 


grain at a profit, it will also be their 
crop for next year. 
What does this prospect mean to 
the average wheat farmer? 
How 
will they “get by” during the com­ 
ing winter? 
Let three typical wheat farmers, 
no richer and no poorer than hun­ 
dreds of others, tell their own story 
Relief Boomerangs On Fanner 


George McQuillan, who has been 
producing wheat on his 320-acre 
farm near Clearwater. Kansas, for 
more than 18 years, is not one of 
those who believe the farm board 
has the power to correct the prob­ 
lem. 
McQuillan is 47 years old and the 
father of five dependent children. 
He has acquired, through intelligent 
farm operations, a modern farm 
home and implements. 
His hands 
have grown hard w'ith the toil of 
midwestern farming. 
“It seems to me,” he says, “the 
operation of the stabilization cor­ 
poration has acted as a boomerang 
to the wheat farmer. 
“The growers found the market 
held last year at prices which re­ 
turned 
a small 
profit. 
Without 
looking to our consumption, more 
wheat was sown for 1931 than ever 


before.” 
“Then you do not blame the farm 
board for the depressed price of 
wheat?” 
“No. Rather. I blame congress for 
the farm board s existence. 
This condition has been brought 
about by the farmer with the help 
of the farm board. 
“I have every bushel of my crop. 
7,350 bushels, in my bams. 
All I 
can do with it is feed as much to 
the hogs as they will eat. 
I can’t 
afford to sell it at a price less than 
half what it cost me. 
“I am more fortunate than many. 
Illy place is paid for; there are no 
mortgages against my combine. 
“But there are thousands of wheat 
growers who will be forced off their 
farms. 
They will lose every thing; 
their homes, thousands of dollars’

Even when he decided to go to 
Northwestern university to take a 
course in dentistry, he found it nec­ 
essary to wait on tables to help pay 
expenses And one of his first state­ 
ments after he had been elected to 
the United States senate in 1922 
was: 
“I must get to work and make a 
living until I am sworn in.” 
A dentfist by trade but a poli­ 
tician by inclination and instinct, 
this son of a Norwegian immigrant 
holds a position of power and influ­ 
ence now in the councils of the na­ 
tion. With party lines in the sev­

congress

so 
closely, it may be that he will hold 
the balance of power. 
His position is unique 
A farmer- 
laborite. he is his own party as far 
as the senate is concerned. 
Radical? Well—

"I am a wheat farmer, and both a 
land owner and a tenant. I own one 
quarter-section of land, and farm 
another 
This year I had 7fi acres 
of what on my own farm and 110 
acres on the quarter I rent. 
“The 70 acres on my own farm 
threshed 1,386 bushels of wheat. The 
HO acres rented 
produced 
2,400 
bushels of wheat, of which 1.600 
bushels was my share 
“It cost me, not counting my la­ 
bor. just about $3 25 an acre to pro­ 
duce that wheat, figuring seed wheat 
at 85 cents a bushel. 
“If I sell my wheat for 25 cents 
I would realize $342 for the grain on 
my own farm, and about $400 on the 
land I rented, or Just a little more 


than the actual cash cost of produc­ 
tion. not counting my labor.” 
Ellison and his wife have a com­ 
fortable farm home, furnished a 
good deal like it was 20 years ago. 
"I owe the last payment on my 
combine, and still owe some on my 
tractor.” Ellison said 
"I will have 
to reduce the principal some and 
keep the interest up. 
"I have sold only sufficient wheat 
to pay current expenses.” he said. 
“I would be in much worse shape 
if I were badly in debt like some of 
the farmers. 
"The man whose quarter-seetion 
I rented will not get enough from 
the wheat to pay his taxes unless 
the price advances.” 
Asked w’hat he was going to do 
| next year, Ellison said he w*ould sow 
j less land to wheat and try to get 
more stock. 
Wheat Will Go Up Again—Sometime 


Disappointed but not disheartened 
over low* priced wheat, J. H, Walton, 
Belle Plaine, Kansas, farmer, faces 
the future with the courage of the 
farmer who has toiled all his life on 
the soil. 
"I’m going to plant wheat again 
this fall Uke I ve always done,” he 
said. 
"If a farmer can’t sell his 
wheat at a profit, he can still feed 
it and make money, if the price of 
livestock doesn t fall too low.” 
For that reason he believes that 
the Kansas wheat acreage probably 
will not be materially reduced. t 
Twenty-five cent wheat means a 
considerable loss. Walton said, as 
the least it can be produced for on 
his farm is 60 cents a bushel. 
Walton, with two 
grown 
sons, 
farms four quarter-sections — 640 
acres—most of which is planted to 
wheat, and this year raised approxi­ 
mately 7.000 bushels of the grain. 
He stored 4,000 bushels in his own 
bins and sold the rest. 
"W heat will go up again,” said 
the farmer who has lived on his 
farm 15 miles south of Wichita since 
Indian days. 
"It was down in ’93 
but after several years it went up. 


It will go up again—when, I dou’l 
know.” 
Walton is not bitter over failure 
of agencies to aid the farmer, but 
believes something could and should 
be done. 
"Something is wrong in our m ar­ 
keting and distributing system ” he 
said. “A loaf of bread still sells for 
almost as much as it did when 
wheat brought us a dollar a bushel 
and more. Other things still cost us 
almost as much as they ever did.” 
The Walton family lives in a com­ 
fortable two-story farm home.

the farm machinery is modern.

CHILD LAWS 
ARE BIG HELP 


Legislation 
For 
Benefit 
Of 
Employed Children In 
State Very Helpful. 
s 


"Legislation approved by Gover­ 
nor Pinchot for the benefit of em­ 
ployed children in Pennsylvania will 
be very helpful in the administra­ 
tion of the bureau of women and 
children," Dr A. M. Northrup. sec­ 
retary of the department of labor 
and industry, said today. 
"The most outstanding of these 
new' acts.” he said.’ “is the amend­ 
ment to the Workmen's Compensa­ 
tion Law* which provides for the 
■ double compensation to an illegally 
! employed child injured in the course 
of his employment, one-half of the 
compensation to be paid by the in­ 
surance carrier and the other half 
by the employer. 
“Investigations by the bureau of 
women and children showed that 
exclusion 
of 
illegally 
employed 
minors from compensation when in­ 
jured often worked great hardships 
; to the children and their families, 
; because their only recourse in acct- 


J dent cases was expensive lawsuits. 
It is believed that this new provi­ 
sion in the law will be a potent fac­ 
tor. not only in providing greater 
protection for the child so unfor­ 
tunate as to meet with an industrial 
accident, 
but 
also 
an 
effective 
means of reducing the number of 
accidents to working children. 
"Another new law which provides 
for the school attendance of mi­ 
gratory child workers in Pennsyl­ 
vania and which limits the employ­ 
ment of such children to the time 
when schools of their own state are 
not in session, places Pennsylvania 
at the head of the list of the four 
states—Maryland. New Jersey, Dela­ 
ware 
and 
Pennsylvania — which 
have been striving toward a com­ 
mon solution of this moat serious 
phase of our child labor problem."
